Woodburvy's Dry Honos.

The people of Woodbay (Woodbury?), New
Jersey, are greatly excited abont the recent dis-
covery of a lnrge of human bones, on & farm
about one mile southeast of the town. The bed
is several feet In thickness, and two or three
rods In extent, and the bones are lylng within
three feet of the surface. The owner of the
farm, before leaving for Philadelphia, gave in-
structions to hls men to cart some earth from an
adjoinlng ficld to cover a compost hmf On his
return in the evcuing he found to his surprise
that the was _ partlally  covered
with humun ou The nei hbm‘a were
informed, and upon examination It was
found dmt this mnss of hrmcs were
piled in togethpr promiscuonsly, and are of an
unusnally large size. The bottom of the bed is
thickly covered with charcoal, and the lower
tier of bones fall to pleces as soon as tonched,
Those on top are well preserved, and are but
little affected by the length of time buried, A
committee of townspeople was appolnted to
take some specimens to the professors of the
Academy of Sciences of Philadelphia, and next
week a sclentific examination will be made. It
is supposed that they are the bones of an Indian
tribe, but so far there are none of the war In-
dian relles found amonyr the bones, which leayes
some doubts on this point.—N. Y. Tribune.

An Astounding Crime In Spaln.
